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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 2-4,8-13,16-18 are allowed for the reasons presented in the previous 

action. 

Consider claim 1 . The nearest prior art as shown in Shull and Kamel fails to 
teach a system with a base station transmitting signals having different waveforms of 
multiplexed signals varying according to a number of multiplexes in the multiplexed 
signal and a terminal station for base station including transmitting a compensation 
parameter needed for compensating for a possible error in detection of the received 
signal occurring in the terminal from the difference in transmission signal waveforms 
transmitted to the terminal, the terminal including detecting received signal strength, and 
compensating for, on the basis of the parameter from the base station, the error in the 
received signal strength detection occurring according to the difference in the 
transmitted waveform. 

Consider claim 7. The nearest prior art as shown in Shull and Kamel fails to 
teach a base station transmitting signals having different waveforms of multiplexed 
signals varying according to a number of multiplexes in the multiplexed signal to a 
terminal station, the base station including a compensation parameter generating 
section generating a compensation parameter needed for compensating for a possible 
error in detection of the received signal strength occurring in the terminal from the 
difference in transmission signal waveforms transmitted to the terminal, and a 
transmitting section for transmitting the compensation parameter to the terminal.

Consider claim 15. The nearest prior art as shown in Shull and Kamel fails to 
teach a system with terminal communicating with a base station comprising: a received 
signal strength detecting section for detecting received signal strength of a signal from 
the base station through the use of a required amplifier; and a received signal strength 
compensating section for, on the basis of the parameter needed for compensation for a 
possible error in detection of a received signal strength occurring due to a difference in 
waveforms of multiplexed signals varying according to a number of multiplexes in the 
multiplexed signal of the transmission signal, the parameter generated in and 
transmitted from the base station.
